HENDRICKS. 


HIS SPEECH TO THE CONVENTION. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 20.—Goy. Hendricks, in 
his speech in the Convention to-day, said: 

One of the Louisiana criminals has been tried 
and convicted. The President and John Sherman 
say he should not have been tried. Why not? 
His guilt and that of others is shown by the verdict. 
It is a high crime against the nation, and threaten- 
ing the stability of free institutions, What are 
the relations between the President and Mr. Sher- 
man and the accused that authorize or permit an 
effort on their part to influence judicial ro- 
ceedings in a State Court? After a long 
and terrible contest it is settled that 
State elections and State Legislatures 
must be free from military influence and control: 
so, also, it must be understood that the President 
and his Cabinet cannot, directly or indiretiy, m- 
terfere with judicial ee ge under State au- 
thority. The State Courts must be wholly free 
and independent of Federal control, except where 
the Constitution and laws give the Federal Judici- 
ary an appellate supervision. It is to be regretted 
that the acts developed upon the trial are of such 
a Character as to create anxiety on the part of the 
President and any of his Cabinet, but t ey cannot 
avoid the effect upon the public mind of an exhibi- 
tion of that authority, and of unseemly denuncia- 
tion of the State orities. Whilst it is trae that 
the title of Mr. Hayes to the office of President, 
and of Mr. Wheeler to the office of Vice-President, 
bas been settled under the solemn forms of law, 
and whilst itis oar duty, in my judgment, to rec- 
ognize the title because it is in the intereat of tne 
public stability and tranquility to do so, it none 
the less true that an imperative duty demands that 
fitting punishment should be visited apon the pab- 
lic criminals through whose flagitious crime that 
——— was obtained. Because a judgment is 
final and conclusive forms no reason why im- 
munity should be secured to the criminal through 
whose perjury it was obtained. If this is true of 
a simple property judgment rendered in a 
court of law, much more is it true of 
a monstrous crime against the election sovereignty 
ofanation. The very fact that it was successful 
furnishes the strongest reason why the condign 
punishment of the perpetrators should cover it 
with perpetual infamy, and manifest to all future 
conspirators against the liberties of the nation 
the danger of attempting its repetition.

My views on this subject 
were recently considered of sufficient importance 
by a distinguished citizen of New York to 
call for a review and answer dy himself. 
He had unquestionably given the phrase- 
ol of the laws relating to the 
bonds a closer study than I had, for it was in the 
line of his business and of his profits. I had ex- 
amined these laws with no professional or business 
purpose, but only as a citizen interested in the finan- 
cial policy of the Government. H. found it useful 
to his argument to show, if possible, that the law 
under which the pablic debt was being refunded re- 
quired the bonds to be paid in gold. He used this 
language: ‘* Yet 1 am supported by the opinion of 
illustrious lawyers in the land, that gold payments 
of the debt are required and assured by the Re- 
funding act of 1870 itself, which, indeed, mentions 
‘coin’ in its tirst section, but then in tbe 
fifth section, * carry out the act, exclades 
silver, and specifically commands the Secretary of 
the Treasury to receive only gold coin as the coin 
of deposit and payment. * jam sure it will aston- 
ish you, after hearing this passage read, to learn 
that the fifth section nothing whatever to do 
with the provisions aud sales of the new bonds. 
It provides for this and no more: That the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury might for two years receive 
gold on deposit, and issue gold certificates bearing 
a low rate of interest, and that the deposit might 
be withdrawn atany time after thirty days upon 
ten days’ notice, and that 25 percent should be 
retained in the Treasury to pay the certificates 
and residue used to redeem the 5-20 
bonds. I was criticised by this ntlemen 
for using the words gold and coin as 
synonymous in a 2 speech, yet to maintain 
his argument he asks that it be believed that coin 
and go!d coin are loosely used in the same sense in 
different sections of one of the most important 
laws of the United States. Gold certificates were 
to issue only upon gold deposits, but in the second 
section the bonds were to sell for coin, and in the 
first section they were to be redeemable in coin 
of the present standard value. The solemn as- 
surance given by that law tothe public creditor 
was, that the bonds issued ander it should be 
redeemable in gold and silver of the weig..t and 
fineness then fixed by law. 

Upon this subject I have no new opinions to ex- 
press. In my letter accepting the St. Louis nomi- 
nation for Vice President I said, ** Gold and silver 
are the real standard of value; and, indeed, I 
would rejoice if our supply of the precious metals 
were saflicient for the wants of our trade and com- 
merce; but we all know that it is insufficient. and 
we also have a paper currency, and therefore I 
have opposed the policy of a forced resumption of 
specie payments based upon contraction by with- 
drawing the Treasury notes from circulation. The 
Treasury-note has beena safe wr | and the 
people have had confidence in it, an have not 
asked for its redemption whilst it is a safe currency. 
It ie siso a cheap currency in the sense 
that it does not represent an interest-bearing obti- 
gation of the Government. In that respect and in 
the respect that itis a legal-tender it is a better 
currency than the National Bank note. Because 
of these views I have urged the repeal not —— of 
the resumption clause, but also of the provisions 
that sought to substitute bank notes for outstand- 
ing Treasury notes.

Sr. Par., Minn., Feb. 20.—The House Special 
Committee have reported upon the evidence 
taken in the impeachment proceedings against 
Judge Sherman Page in detail as to the twenty 
charges brought by the petitioners for impeach- 
ment. No evidence was offered on about half 
of them. Three charges the Committee find 
sustained, the rest not established or dis- 
proved. The whole burden of the charges was 
that Page was unfair and malicious towards 
personal and political enemies. The report 


concludes: 

Your Commi in conclusion, that, ex- 
cept in the instahces reprehended, the conduct of 
said Judge was fair and impartial, and that, while 
presiding, he treated his enemies as impartially 
and justly as his friends. 

As to the charges sustained, the Committee 
report that Page’s action was arbitrary and an 
undue assertion of the judicial opinion in the 
supposed interest of the public, and to gratify 
a meddlesome ana dictatorial spirit on the part 
of said Judge. The majority of the Committee 
inst ructed the Chairman to report a resolution 
of imp eachment. A minority of three dissent 
from the conclusion of the majority on one 
charge. The whole thing is the outgrowth ofa 
long-standing bitter political quarrel in Mower 
County, in which Page was a leader on one side. 
It is doudtful whether impeachment will be or- 
dered by the House. 

In the Senate this morning communications 
were read ‘rom harged employes of the 
State Insane Asylum at St. Peter, they claim- 
ing to have been discharged for — 2 com- 
plaint against John Betts, Assistant Superin- 
tendent at the branch Hospital, and repeating 
their charges against Betts. Among these is 
the following: That last summer there was 
one patient name not given] whose mouth had 
to be kept open with a wooden plug while soup 
was poured down his throat. After a time 
Betts ordered the attendants to take this pa- 
tient to the table, to see how long he would re- 
fuse to eat. For three days the patient 
neither ate nor drank. t tbe third 
forced meal after this fasting, the patient being 
obstinate, Betts ordered the attendants to lay 
the patient on a bench and hold him. While 
thus prostrate, Betts crowded the plug into 
his throat, so that he couldn’t swallow, and 
then poured soupin his mouth, choking him 
until the attendants had re ly said it was 
dangerous. Then Betts had the patient lifted 
up and shaken, and sent for a doctor. But it 
was too late. The patient was dead.“ The 
charges are of insults to subordinates, negli- 
gence or dishonesty in regard to food supplies, 
and cruelty to patients. A Committee of In- 
vestigation was appointed.

Land and Water. f 

To pig stick, or hunt the wild-boar, arm 

with a hog-spear or lance, is, I believe, a sport 
essentially and exclusively belonging to India. 
The boar is hunted in various other countries, 
but it is only in India that he is followed with- 
out firearms and in true British style. There is 
just that amount of danger about it that adds 
salt to the sport, and which, in riding for first 
spear, brings out the best points in the horse 


and horseman. 

The boar when domesticated may look a 
sluggard; met in his own wild jungle, and dis- 
turbed from his lair, early on a cold weather 
morning, is quite a different beast; he is full of 
fight, and fignt he can, either at bay or charg- 
ing home. Nothing turns his charge; woe to 
the careless hunter who bas not a ready spear 
and a steady hand, for, let the beast once 
get under or close to your horse’s legs, the 
chances are you will require a new mount; with 
one upward motion of that solid head and those 
cruel tusks, your horse is either lame for life, 
or ripped right open. The boar, when he 
charges, it not particular; on one occasion I 
saw him make right for a horseman, who was 
not prepared for his foe, and begin to champ 
his foot; had it not been for timely assistance 
the damage mignt have been worse; as it was, 
the brute left hismark. .. . 

The country in which the boar loves to roam 
is in places very dangerous and treacherous, 
covered with a tall grass, yclept pig-grass. The 
holes made by the animal in its rootings cannot 
be seen until your horse blunders into one, 
and over you go, unless your seat is 
well your hands low. The 
amount of falle is something wondertul 
tosee. Of course this is to be expected, con- 
sidering the break-neck pace. A good large 
‘**solah topee,“ or et ae ht in the coun- 
try at a moderate price) made of pith an inch 
thick, with its wide-spreading leaf, is a great 
protection, and has saved many a man's head 
and collar-bone. An instance occurred of this 
kind to a friena while pig-sticking. Every one 
was racing for first blood, when B.'s 4— 
stumbled into a pig-rut, throwing his rider bad- 
ly; B—— was insensible for a week, but recov- 
ered ; his planter’s “‘ solah topee,” when picked 
up. pees broken to pieces, evidenced how it 
had saved his lite.

The honor is as stoutly con- 
tested ‘as the brush of Master Reynard is in old 
England. The boar is a dodgy beast. Away he 
goes with a grunt, and regulates his pace by

Now you think you 
have him right under your spear,—a sharp 
ink to one side, or right across your horse, 
gives your left-handed man, perhaps, an equally 
disappointing chance!

The spear is held in that Presidency 
(when sticking) more as 4 lancer carries it, 
couched under the right arm. Much depends 
on the spear-head, which must be of the best 
steel. The boar has big bones, which would 
soon damage soft or hard metal. The hatt is 
made of male bamboo,” that which is grown 
on some ranges in Lower Bengal, near Bhagel- 
pore, I think, being considered the best.

STONEWALL JACKSON.

The number of appointments to the Military 
Academy at West Point in 1842 was probably 
the largest that had ever been made. About 
130 young gentlemen presented themselves for 
examination, of whom something less than 100 
were admitted. They were a rollicking, good- 
natured set of youngsters, and while living, in 
the month of June, on the south side of the old 
South barracks, preparatory to their examina- 
tion, they indulged in a great many practical 
jokes on each other. There were no railroads 
thereabout in those days, and each day, as the 
fresh arrivals of things came up from the 
steamboat Erp escorted by the orderly who 
was detailed to take the names of the new 
cadets’’ as they arrived, there would be all sorts 
of badgering going on from those who, having 
been several days at the Point, considered them- 
selves seasoned veterans. 

One day the orderly came creeping across 
„the plain,” escorting two of the drollest- 
looking specimens that can be imagined. One 
of them was a small, wilted-looking chap, who 
craned his neck over and looked very silly as 
he was assailed with, Hello. plebe! where are 
you from This one answered to the name of 
Absalom Scales.

But, by noon, some rays of the sun 
n seemed to reach the outer edge of the fog- 
cloud, and thenceforward there was no further 
absolute darkness, but, in its place, an 
such as one sometimes observes in a large city 
at nights, when a fire in a distant suburb caste a 
glare upon the clouds, which is reflected back 
upon other parts of the 92 Yet it was not a 
red light either, nor yet white light, but a sort 
of dirty yellowish, brownish, greenish light 
combined, intensely trying to the eyes and ag- 
gravating to the nerves. Add to this the fact 
that the atmosphere was one fog, one part 
coal-smoke and gases, and the remainder air, 
and you have an idea of the pleasure to be de- 
rived from breathing. it. I do not know how 
the average Londoner endures it, but for my 
own part I felt as though I were undergoing 
enchantment. Cabs, omnibusés, and loaded 
trucks would suddenly appear a few yards off, 
indistinct masses at first, then me in proper 
proportion, and as suddenly disappear beyond, 
like fading images on the screen of a magic 
lantern.

It strikes me 
that an invention of such importance that the 
German Government has ed it in many 
different, public institutions to be intro- 
duced first in America before Germany—the 
dear fatherland—would recognize it. I have no 
doubt Mr. Reiss is to-day what he was fourteen 
years ago, a poor teacher; but in about 100 
years after the poor German inventor’s death— 
may be death by starvation—they will put up a 
monument in some public square, the cost of 
which would have kept the poor man out of 
trouble all his lifetime.

CHICAGO’s REFUNDING BONDS. 

It must long since have become manifest 
to the readers of the Chicago Times that said 
journal is determined to use what influence 
it has to injure the municipal credit of this 
city. It has not for years missed an oppor- 
tunity for exaggerating any temporary finan- 
cial embarrassment that has arisen; it has 
persistently encouraged tax-fighting without 
any reference to the merits of an assess- 
ment; and it has sought to persuade non- 
residents that the people of Chicago are in- 
tentupon repudiation in every case where 
the slightest flaw or irregularity may offer 
the opportunity. This malicious defama- 
tion of Chicago and its people can only be 
accounted for by the Ishmaelitish condition 
of the Times, whose hand is against every 
man because every man’s hand is against it. 
It seems disposed to pull down the structure 
of City Government even at the risk of be- 
ing buried under the ruins. It deliberately 
ignores the fact that the actual debt of this 
city is proportionately less than that of any 
other great city on the Continent; it con- 
stantly conceals the embarrassments that 
arise from the incapacity of the city, undera 
succession of badly-constructed State laws, 
to collect its taxes before the money is re- 
quired to pay city expenses; and it urges 
bankruptcy and a suspension of City Govern- 
ment as the only result which it is willing to 
accept. 

The latest attack upon the city credit is 
the announcement that $600,000 of the city 
bonds are illegal, because these bonds, 
which were substituted for other bonds that 
had matured, were issued without being sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people. To give cur- 
rency to so damaging a statement (which 
necessarily affects the value of all city bonds, 
and damages the city credit generally) it puts 
a construction on laws which the Courts will 
not sustain, and constitutes itself the chief 
tribunal of the State for that purpose. It 
affirms that all the bonds that have been is- 
sued in place of old, maturing bonds have 
been put forth under a clause of Chicago's 
old, special charter, which is not true. It as- 
serts that a general law, passed March 26, 
1872, repealed this authority, and quotes that 
act as follows: 


In all cases where any county, city, etc., or 
other municipal corporation have issued bonds, 
etc.. in aid of any public improvement or other 
which are binding or subsisting legal ob- 

foations against any such county, city, etc., and 
eee ee ae and which were properly 
autho by law, the proper authorities of any 
such city, county, etc., may, upon the surrender 
of any such etc., or any number thereof, 
issue in place or lieu thereof, to the holders or the 
owners of the same, new bonds running twenty 
years and drawing a rate of interest that — de 
u ; with the proviso that bonds shall not 

be for a larger amount, nor a greater rate of 
interest than the original bonds, and shal] show 
on their face that they are issued under this law. 
And be it further vided that the issue of such 
new bonds in lieu of such indebtedness shall be 
aut by a vote of a majority of the legal 
voters of such county, city, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipal corporation, voting either 
at some annual or special election of such munic- 


ipal corporation. 

If the case were precisely as the Times has 
stated it, there might be some apprehension 
that its conclusions gre correct, but it has 
intentionally concealed some essential points. 
To begin with, all the refunding bonds of 
the city have not been issued under authori- 
ty of the old charter. The General Incor- 
poration act was adopted in April, 1875, and 
this provides explicitly (Art. V., Sec. 62, 
Paragraph 6) that the City Council shall 
have power To issue bonds in place of or 
to supply means to meet maturing bonds, or 
for the consolidation or funding of the 
same.” There is no requirement in this to 
submit such an issue to the vote of the peo- 
ple. The General Incorporation act was 
passed subsequently to the act of March, 
1872, from which the Times quotes, and was 
adopted by Chicago in April, 1875, since 
which time all refunding bonds have cer- 
tainly been lawfully issued. At the worst, 
then, those refunding bonds issued between 
March, 1872, and April, 1878, are the only 
bonds that could be regarded as illegal, if 
the Times theory were correct, and these 
amount to $200,000 and not $600,000, 

But the Times has also concealed another 
fact which excludes the theory that any 
portion of these refunding bonds are unlaw- 
ful. The act of March 26, 1872, had partic- 
nlar reference to railroad-aid bonds, none of 
which Chicago had outstanding, and the 
emergency clause of that act referred to 
counties and municipal corporations which 
had outstanding bonds that would soon fall 
due, and are without any remedy for re- 
newing or refunding the same.” But this 
phrase excludes Chicago from the provisions 
of the act, since it had a remedy in its ex- 
isting charter for renewing and refunding 
its maturing bonds. This exception, there- 
fore, covers the issue of $200,000 of refund- 
ing bonds between the passage of the act of 
March 26, 1872, and Chicago’s adoption of 
the Genéfal Incorporation act in April, 1875. 
Buteven if such were not the case, the 
Courts would 


has tolerated its existence, it would have an- 
nounced an illegal issne of bonds only after 
the Courts had promulgated such a decision, 
and then with extreme regret; as it is, the 
Times proclaims with gloating satisfaction 
that a certain issue isillegal which the Courts 
have passed upon, and which a fair 
citation of the laws proves to be lawful and 
valid. eel 
SHALL WE HAVE A VETO! 
There are outgivings that President Hayzs 
stated to Gov. Howazp, of Rhode 
Island, that he would veto the Brawn bill. 
It is true the bill which has passed the Sen- 
ate is not the Buanp bill; but the President's 
objection to that bill will apply to the Senate 
bill, and will apply to any other bill to re- 
monetize silver. The objection is, that, 
since the date of the discontinuance of the 
silver dollar in 1873, there has been no such 
coin known as the legal-tender silver dollar, 
and that the public creditors who have pur- 
chased bonds since then have a vested right 
to be paid in the only coin which was a legal- 
tender when they got the bonds. In his an- 
nual message the President presented this 
point, and it is understood that he intends 
to renew it, notwithstanding since then Con- 
gress has had the full force of his argument 
before them, and has passed the bill by a 
vote larger than was necessary to overrule a 
veto. 

The question involved in the objection of 
the President has been discussed generally 
in the consideration of the Silver bill, but 
especially in the debates on the Marrnzws 
resolutions. Those resolutions presented the 
distinct issue that all the bonds of the United 
States, except those specifically made paya- 
ble in greenbacks, are payable in silver at 
the option of the United States, and that the 
bonds, being all issued in strict compliance 
with and under authority of law, and the law 
making the bonds payable, principal and in- 
terest, in coin, either silver or gold, that 
contract continued unchanged and unchange- 
able. All the bonds issued since 1873 have 
been issued under the law of 1870, which law 
specifically declares that the bonds shall be 
payable in either gold or silver dollars, as 
established in 1870, and requires that contract 
to be printed on the face of the bonds. The 
argument of these legal propositions was 
conducted by the ablest men in both Houses 
of Congress, and if there was any question 
settled to the satisfaction of the public it 
was this question of the legality of the pay- 
ment of the bonds in silver dollars weighing 
412} grains. So thorough was the discussion 
and so overwhelming were the law and the 
facts, that, outside of the Treasury -Depart- 
ment and the Executive offices, there was no 
pretense that the bonds or any part of them 
were exempt from payment when due in sil- 
ver. The pretense that so many of the bonds 
issued since 1873 had any peculiar or dis- 
tinctive legal or equitable claim for gold to 
the exclusion of silver received no coun- 
tenance. The doctrine of the Marrurws 
resolutions secured the indorsement of 
both Houses of Congress and of the 
country. Even Mr. Bran refused to 
recognize that the bondholder had any de- 
mand not sanctioned by the law and his 
bond. The objection made by the President 
is confined to one portion of the bonds only, 
and, if recognized, would create a strange 
distinction between bonds issued under the 
same law and bearing on their face the same 
contract. 

The President in his annual message drew 
a strong distinction between legislation gen- 
erally and upon subjects placed by the 
Constitution within the peouliar diseretion 
of Congress. Ip this matter there is no 
question of constitutional power, nor any 
invasion by Congress of the powers of other 
branches of the Government. It is a pure 
question of Congressional duty, resting upon 
Congressional discretion. Here is what the 
President said : 

Closely connected with this genera) subject of 
the resumption of specie payments, is one of sub- 
ordinate but still of grave importance. I mean 
the readjustment of our coinage system by the re- 
newal of the silver dollar as an element in our 
specie currency, endowed by legislation with the 
4 of legal- tender to a greater or less extent, 

there is no douct of the power of Congress, 
under the Constitution, to coin money and regu- 
late the value thereof, and as this power covers the 
whole range of authority applicable to the metal, 
the rated value and the legal- tender quality which 
shall be adopted for the coinage, the considera- 
tions which should induce or discourage a particu- 
lar measure connected with the coi belong 


cleariy to the p-ovince of legislative discretion 
and of public expediency. 


To veto an act so “‘clearly within the 
province of legislative” discretion 4s 
is this remonetization of silver would 
be to do violence to the Presi. 
dent’s own expressed opinions as to 
the propriety of Executive negation. Here 
is the legislation, and here is the decided 
vote by which it was passed, and the Presi- 
dent cannot ignore the fact that the whole 
country impatiently demands the law. Un- 
der such circumstances, a veto would be out 
of place, and would be unprecedented. 
Where acts have been passed upon subjects 
embraced within the clearly-defined province 
of legislative discretion, no President has 
ventured to veto the bill. In all such in- 
stances the President, while approving 
the bill, has communicated with it such sug- 
gestions as may have induced him to doubt 
the expediency of the law. A veto on mere 
grounds of expediency can hardly expect 
approval from the country. The President 
has placed himself on record, and with 
respect to this Silver bill, as not intending 
to obtrude his views on Oongress, in whom 
the Constitution has vested full discretion. 
The policy of a veto is mainly urged in the 
hope that the friends of the bill themselves 
may, by their division, give aid and comfort 
to the Secretary of the Treasury in defeating 


the bill. 
— 
THE CITY WARRANTS. 

Undoubtedly the most practical suggestion 
that has been made, and the one most likely 
to be adopted, for tiding the city over the 
year in the face of the facts that no money 
can be borrowed temporarily and that the 
taxes cannot be collected for eighteen 
months, is to issue warrants on the Treasury 
in payment for material furnished or services 
rendered, and to make these warrants as low 
as $5 each. There can be no dispute as to 
the validity of warrants jssued in this man- 
ner; they are mere orders for payment out 
of the Treasury for services and material for 
which appropriations have already been 
made. If the holder thereof finds no money 
in the Treasury, he has the individual right 
to negotiate such orders. The purpose 
should be now to avoid as much as possible 
the extortionate “‘shaving” of these war- 
rants, and their issue in denominations of $5 
will probably accomplish much in this direc- 
tion, for the following reason: The warrants, 
under the present Revenue law, are receivable 
for city taxes, just as county orders are received 
for county taxes. If they were issued in 


necessarily be obliged to put up with a con- 
siderable discount. But if a man receives 


lord one or two, his butcher one, his baker 
another, his grocer a third, and so on, as all 
these persons can use a certain amount for 


speaking for itself, will take $8,000 or $10,- 
000 of such orders receivable for taxes, or an 
amount about equal to the amount of the 


taxes it pays. The advantage of having them. 


in low denominations is that, in this man- 
ner, the amount taken by any one taxpayer 


can always be approximately adjusted to the 


amount of taxes he is required to pay. 
While this is undoubtedly a propersolution 
of the present difficulties, it should not en- 
courage the Council to maintain the former 
proportions of the tax-levy, as it seems in- 
clined to do by the daily proceedings in the 
progress of the Appropriation bill. The 
present indications are that the appropria- 
tions, as finally agreed upon by the Council, 
will approximate the figures of the Finance 
Committee and the Comptroller’s estimate. 
In round numbers, the total appropriation 
will not fall far short of $4,000,000 (the 
same as last year, without allowing for busi- 
ness losses and i in values of the 


past year), unless the Council shall consid- 


erably modify its present policy. This 
would not be so bad if there were a well- 
defined plan for saving about one-half 
of this tax-levy as an accumulation 
of unexpended balances in cash to be re- 
appropriated for the following year. It is 
not desirable to inaugurate the warrant or 
order system permanently, as it may after a 
time fall into the hands of the brokers and 
become a serious burden to the city em- 
ployes as well as a reflection upon the city’s 
credit. It will be wise to provide for the 
policy of paying as we go, and no other plan 
has been suggested for this save the accu- 
mulation of unexpended balances; of this 
the Council has seemed to lose sight, in fix- 
ing the itemized appropriations for the 
various departments at the high figures re- 
ported by the Comptroller and Finance Com- 
mittee. At the same time, whatever the 
Council may or may not do in this respect, 
it is evident that the plan for paying off em- 
ployes in city warrants, or orders on the City 
Treasurer, in denominations not higher than 
$5 each, is the true policy for meeting the 
necessities of the present year.

What they 
need is employment—the per diem compensa- 
tion will take care of itself under the universal 
law of supply and demand.

that m September, “Oc ovember, 
1876, the gold value of greenbacks was the 
same as the present gold value of Nix grains 
of silver (the amount in a standard dolar). 
Since then the gold value of the greenback has 
advanced from 91 to 98 cents. The “ toilers ” 
are now paid in 7 per cent better money 
than they received fifteen months ago. We 
would ask Mr. Sancrent whether the aforesaid 
toilers are better off now with their money 
almost as good as gold than they were then, 
when it was only equal to the present value of 
silver bullion. He knows that the wages of 
laborers, aPtisans, and clerks have fallen from 
10 to 15 per cent during tbat period, and that of 
those employed fifteen months ago from three 
to five hundred thousand of them are now out 
of work, depending upon friends and charity for 
support, and many of their “ bosses” are in 
bankruptcy and others soon will be.

A gentleman of Champaign recently wrote to 
Gov.

taxes. In reply, the Governor expressed him- 
self as unfavorable to the special session, upon 
the ground that any changes the Legislature 
might make, if it were so disposed, in the pro- 
visions of existing contracts as to the equity of 
redemption would be clearly unconstitutional, 
and that even the relief which might be afforded 
by an extension of the time for the payment of 
taxes would not compensate for the expense of 
an extra session and the injury that would re- 


sult to the charitable institutions, if their rey- | 


enues were not collected in time.

Nuw York, Feb. 20.—The Times’ Princeton 
special says that, Tuesday afternoon, the Col- 
lege Faculty held a special meeting and up- 
pointed a Committee to inquire into the out- 
rages and report as speedily as possible. This 
Committee began its session at 8 o’clock that 
afternoon and kept itself under lock 
and key for five hours. Every student suspect- 
ed of knowing about the hazing was summoned. 
As one after another was called their feliows 
were thrown into the most intense state of 


mittee adjourned 
10 o’clock, fourteen of the students had been 
examined, and their testimony taken in writing 
for the future use of the faculty. While the 
Committee was in session, 
| NEARLY ALL THE STUDENTS 
were gathered on the college campus. The 
scene late in the evening was one of the wildest 
confusion. Nearly every student garried a re- 
volver, and pistol shots were among the least 
of the rackets. A pass-word had been adopted. 
and no person was permitted to cross the col- 
lege ground who could not give the’ word. 
When the Committee adjourned strenuous 
efforts were made to learn the decision, 
bat not a word could be learned. The excite- 
ment began again to-day, when, at 12 o’clock, 
the Faculty met in special session. 
THE FACULTY TOOK DECIDED ACTION, 
for before the time of the afternoon recitations 
eleven students were informed that they 
had come under the censure of the au- 
thorities, and must leave the College. 
Jacob Berdine Carter, of Montclair, N. J., one 
of the Sophomores who was shaved and spank- 
ed by the belligerent freshmen, was summarily 
dismissea, which is the Princeton designation 
for a dishonorable expulsion. Albert H. Atter- 
bury, his companion, could not appear before the 
Faculty on account of his wound, but President 
McCosh says that he will be dealt with as soon 
as he recovers, and there is no doubt he also 
will be dismissed.

We do not justify the destruction of property; but, 
as we do not know the whole circumstances of the 
case, we arc justified in assuming that the men 
who were called from proper observance of the 
Sabbath to repel those who defiantly violated it 
could hardly be guilty of the destraction named 
without great provocation.

PAYING GOOD SALARIES, 
and in haying a good square day’s work. The 
Assistant-Clerk is cut from $1,000 to $800. 
These nen fill the bill, and the citizens of Chi- 
cago look to the Council to see whether we shall 
go to work ana ruin this 
save a little money now. Well, there are thirty- 
eight Captains, reduced from $1,020 to $900. I 
would like to know what these men have done 
to merit this. In my experience in the Depart- 
ment I have found that almost every member 
who occupies an official position is a gentleman 
a man of character and reputation—who ought 
not to be used in this way, and I don’t think 
they will be. 1 believe the Committee will vote 
these men every dollar I have asked for. You 
can’t have fools in the positions ot Captains, but 
you want old and experienced firemen.. It is 
not only the fire they have to fight, and the 
confinement they have to endure, Put they are 

uired to spend four hours a night on watch, 
and that ain’t no foolofathing, either. At 
every alarm that comesinto the city, every 
man has to be out of bed and 4 with 
his apparatus to make up. I pay my engineer 
$1,050, but here you cut a man doing more work 
from $700 to $600. Others you want to cut 
down from $1,000 to $900a year. Now, as to 
firemen and truckmen. Everybody knows these 
men have to swallow more smoke every year 
than you could put into sixteen »uildings like 
this. Is this proper treatment? I think 
not. The engineers are reduced to what 
is equivalent to $2.46 a day, and 
yet they have to be on duty 365 days a year. I 
can’t hire good men for that pay. 1 would like 
to have an explanation from the Finance Com- 
mittee about that increase of $37,000 for repairs, 
etc. 

ALD. COOK EXPLAINED 

the reason why the Finance Committee acted as 
they di i. It was a scheme to pay the Depart- 
meut all in cash. The amount put into the bill 
was just what the men would get. It was well- 
known that the city had never collected into 15 
per cent of the taxes, and the increase in items 
was to make up this 15 per cent. 

Ald. Kirk asked if money could be taken 
from the Repair Fund and paid to the men. 

Ald. Cook said that it could be taken from 
the Miscellaneous Fund. 

Ald. Kirk pressed for an explanation. 

The Comptroller said it was not intended to 
pay salaries out of the MiscelJaneous Fund. 

Ald. Cullerton thought that the only way the 
15 per cent could be paid was to consider the 
item for each Department separately, and when 
the Council took the bill there should be no 
particulars in it, and there ghould be only one 
item for each Department. t would beat the 
tax-fighting lawyers. The bili would be a 
guide to the heads of Departments. but it 
should not be so passed. It was the idea of the 
Finance Committee that the surplus should be 
used in that way. 

Ald. Kirk moved that smoking be prohibited 
in Committee of the Whole. Carried. 

Ald. Sweeney spoke in behalf of the firemen, 
referring to the item of clothes. The reduc- 
tion in the bill was from $351,300 to $320,000, 
and when the 15 per cent was added the reduc- 
tion would be 000. He did not believe that 
the people of the city wanted the cut. The 
Finance Committee had not gone to work right 
at the bill; they had never asked what were the 
capabilities of the men, but only as to what 
they were getting. He warned the Aldermen 

the man who went back to his constituents 
with this record would be repudiated. The men 
had been excellent workers and had done 
nothing to deserve cutting down. 

Ald. Stewart had given a good deal of study 
to the subject, and had visited all the houses 
and stations in the city twice a year. The men 
were deserving, aud he wanted to see what the 
men were getting. The men were getting $84 

month, but for the coming year the men 
would have to be paid in warrants on which 
they would have to suffer a loss of 10 per cent. 
The Fire Committee had gone carefully through 
every item, and had cut Gown every one as low 
as could be done, 

Aid. Lodding was strongly opposed to cut- 
ting down the salaries of the Fire Department. 

Ald: Thompson (Thirteenth) thought it was 
the poorest kind of policy to make a public 
servant a public pauper. It was true that new 
men could be gotten, but they were not as good 


men. 
Ald. Lawler was opposed to cutting down the 
salaries of the employes of the city, either of 
the Fire Department or elsewhere. It was not 
economy to cut down the hard-working em- 
loyes.

Ald. Kirk moved that the repair item be re-

Ald. McAuley said that the Finance Commit- 
tee did not seem willing to respond to calis for 
information. Ald. Cook had said that the in- 
tention was to pay the men in cash. 

Ald. Cook explained that the extra amount 
was to make up the expected loss of 15 per cent. 

Ald. McAuley said that he saw that it was 
not intended to pay cash now, but cash in a year 
or fifteen months. He moved as an amendment 
that the item be $22,000. 

Ald. Kirk accepted the amendment. 

Aid. Cary wanted to treat the Finance Com- 
mittee with respect, but he eould not get any of 
them to speak. Why did they increase the re- 
pair item by $28,000? He had seen in the papers 
that the Committee had made a reputation for 
comers: 

Ald. Cullerton thought that the only remedy 
for the men was to take the city’s paper. They 
might go on the market with this paper,— 
say a certificate for 68100 for a 
month’s services. Did the city intend 
to make this paper a payment for $100? 
It was clear that it was not going to be $100. 
The only way to make it. $100 was to add a per- 
centage for interest not less than 10 per cent. 
The addition was for the purpose of paving this 
interest. Ip this way it was absolutely neces- 
sary to pass the item in the bill as a whole. If 
the Finance Committee was unable to state 
more specifically on these different things, the 
Council might as well stop. Then it could ask 
the Comptroller, and, if he didn’t know, the 
Law Department. His point was to appropri- 
ate a certain sum in bulk for the maintenance 
of each department, and then he would defy 
any of these tax-lawvers to come in and say the 
appropriation was for interest. 

Ald. Pearsons went on to show that the Fi- 
narce Committee had cut down the Fire-Mar- 
shal's and Comptroller's estimates to $464,000, 
and he believed that should be passed in bulk. 
The raise of $37,000 in the item of repairs, ete., 
was to cover the 15 per cent deficiency. His 
colleague had bearded the Finance Committee 
to know what they were going todo,—how they 
were going to borrow money? He would like 
the Council to tell him where it was to come 
from?! The Finance Committee did not have a 
monopoly of the learning in the Council, and 
the thirty-six Aldermen should be able to give 
them some advice. 

ALD. THROOP EXPLAINED 
that the increase was all owing to the 15 per 
cent deficiency. He thought Ald. Cullerton's 
tion correct—to pass the items in bulk. 

e was @pposed to decreasing salaries, and the 
Council could not afford to treat the city’s em- 
ployes unjustly. He would fix a fair salary and 
puy it or its equivalent in cash. He expected 
the patriotic capitalists would pay the exchange 
themselves for some of these firemen, so that 
they would not lose anything on their salaries.

Ald. McAuley moved to strke out the item of 
$600 for Secretary and insert $1,000. He thought 
that the duties of the office demanded fully 
$1,000. 

Ald. Sweeney thought that there was incon- 
sistency in the case, and referred to a Jraughts- 
man who had had an injustice done him.

A Strong Oase Made Out Against Both 
of the Men. 


A Few Unimportant Witnesses for the 
Defense Heard From, 


A suffocating crowd of men and boys, unmis- 
takably representatives from and 
vicinity, stood before the front doors of the 
County Building at an early hour yesterday 
morning, possessed with a desire to gain admit- 
tance to the Criminal Court-room to witness 
the trial of the alleged murderers, Sherry and 
Connelly. But all the entrances were well 
guarded, and the crowd was kept back by the 
Bailiffs and Deputy Sneriffs, and consequently 
the court-room was ouly comfortably filled. 
Those who had business inside were forced to 
seek ingress by a back entrance. There were a 
large number of women present. The widow 
of McConville, her little girl, and 
her neice, Miss Rose McConville, 
her daughter Rose, Mr. Bernard McConville, 


| his wife, and two little daughters, Mary and 


Agnes, and a son 16 years of age, Miss Hurley, 
a friend, and Mrs. Lieut. Barrett. 

Quite a sensation was caused in court by the 
appearance of Mrs. McConville, as hitherto she 
bad remained in the State’s-Attorney’s office 
while the trial was progressing. When Connel- 
ly and Sherry were brought in the widow faint- 
ed away at the sight of her husband's murder- 


ers. 
PETER SMITH 

was the first witness called, and testified that 
he was slightly acquainted with Donegan: He 
had never seen Connelly until the nignt of 
the 19th of January. Donegan rushed into his 
butcher shop at about 8 o’clock that night, and 
witness asked him what was the matter. Don- 
egan answered that that —— — had 
struck him. Connelly and Sherry ran im after 
Donegan, and Connelly tried to pick up a knife 
that laid on the block. Sherry tried to get Con- 
nelly to come away without the knife, and wit- 
ness believed that they had a little scuffle. 
An ordinary butcher-knife was shown witness, 
and he said it was exactly like the one taken. 
He had a dozen of them. Witness could not 
say exactly what was said outside the door, but 
he heard Connolly say distinctly that he would 
kill some one that night. He did not hear any- 
body else say this. 

Witness did not hear Sherry say he would kill 
any — — The two men were in his 
shop from five to seven minutes, There was a 
partition in his shop, and his wife stood in the 
door of it. When they came in witness hada 
cleaver in his hand cutting meat, Nobody tried 
to get this from him. Sherry aid 
not take the cleaver in his hand 
or threaten to cut any body with 
it. Witness was considerably excited. Con- 
nelly threatened to kill witness, and searched 
for arevolver. Witness was more afraid that 
they would steal something than for his life. 
Witness tried to pee the knife away. Connell 
got the knife, and after that the two had a scuf- 
fle near the door, both inside and out. He 
beard Connelly and Sherry cursing and swear- 
ing. and this he thought took place inside the 
door. Sherry said to Connelly, Come, let's 
go.” This was after Donegan had left the 
room by the back door. He thought Connelly 
tried to kill him, because he searched for a re- 
volver, and Connelly threatened to kill anybody 
that came near him. ‘The counsel for Connelly 
tried hard to get the witness to contradict the 
testimony which he gave before the Coroner 
and the Grand Jury, particularly with reference 
to the use of the cleaver. Witness was asked 
whether he had previously stated or had heard 
Donegan testify that Sherry flourished a cleaver. 

This was objected to by the State’s Attorney, 
and the objection was sustained by the Court. 

Mr. Coffee said that if he could prove that no 
cleaver was flourished. and that Donegan had 
testified that there had been such an incident, 
then the testimony of Donegan was destroyed. 
Witness stated that it rained that night, and it 
was kinder dark.“ 

The witness said Sherry did all in his power 
to preserve the peace in the shop and keep Con- 
nelly from doing mischief. 

There were several implements in witness’ 
butcher shop. He did not hear any talk out- 
side. When, Donegan came in Conpelly.came 
in und said. Who struck you?’ 

JACOB KAPKE 
was called. He testified that about half-past 8 
o' clock on the evening of the 19th of January 
he was coming down State street from Thirty- 
ninth. At Thirty-seventh street he met the 
prisoners. Connelly was on the inside. As wit- 
ness went to pass, the little one stepped in 
front of him, and then Sherry said, you ——~— 
— — who are you shoving?’’ Then Con- 
nelly pulled a knife from under his clothes, and 
said. Do you see that knife? I'm going to 
kill somebody with that to-night.“ Sherry had 
hold of witness by the coat. Witness told Sherry 
that he had better take Connelly home; that 
he had been drinking, and he might get 
into trouble with the knife. Sherry said, ‘I 
will.” Then he let go of witness,and the latter 
escaped. He was afraid for his life. He heard 
some talking subsequently, but he thought they 
were not talking tohim. Ina few moments 
witness heard somebody scream. but dared 
not go back. Presentiytwo women ran past 
him, crying, and saying, Oh, my!” He al- 
lowed them to pass. 

The smaller man came up to him and shoved 
him with both hands, He had a bundle under 
his left arm, and he held a knife also in his left 
hand. Witness showed Mr. Ooffee how he was 
shoved. Connelly put both hands against 
his breast, with the package under 
his arm the knife in his leit 
hand. Witness was asked how long it 
was after he started to run before he heard the 
scream. He replied that it could not have been 
more than a minute, for he ran as fast as he 
could. [A titter in the court-room.| Witness 
was near the corner of State and Thirty-seventh 
streets when he heard the cryfor help. He was 
going back to the settlement,“ south of Thir- 
ty-ninth street, where he came from, toget a po- 
liceman, but he walked some time and did not 
see any policeman, so he gaye it up. Witness 
lived four or five blocks from “the settle- 
ment“; he did not go home before he went 
to “the settlement.“ Common sense 
would teach witness that the screams 
and the woman runuing was caused 
by Sherry and Connelly. The distance was 
from fiftcen to twenty-five yards. I was quite 
dark, but he could see them. Witness stooped 
in a saloon kept by a Mr. Haley; did not know 
his first name. He kept a saloon on State 
street, between Thirty-ninth and Fortieth. 

Sherry did nothing but take hold of witness’ 
coat, and offered no furtner violence. Witness 
did try to push his way between the two men, 
when Sherry said. You —— —— ——, who are 
you shoving?’ His sole interest in advising 
Sherry to take Connelly home was to get rid 
of the knife. He was agrecing with his ad- 
versary quickly while in the way of him. 

WILLIAM SLATER 

testified that at about 8 o’clock on the 19th, he 
met Sherry and Connelly on State street, be- 
tween Thirty-fifth and Thirty-sixth. Sherry 
made a lunge at him. Witness kept dodging 
out of the way, and finally ran about a hundred 
sieps, closely pursued by Sherry. Connelly 
called to Sherry, You catch him, and I'll make 
mince-méat of hun.“ The chase only lasted 
about a minute or two, and then witness got 
away. Witness had with him a package of beef, 
which he had bought for a friend. He went 
home after this with the beef. 

In the cross-examination by Mr. Coffee, a 
great deal-of time was.consumed, the witness 
was confused, and the State’s Attorney thought 
no point had been made. 

In the cross-examination by Col. Clannahan 
witness stated that he just kept out of Sherry’s 
way. At the time Conneily said to Sherry, 
„Lou catch him, and I'll make mince-meat of 
him,“ Sherry was running, and immediately 
stopped. Witness also stopped. 

MRS. ELIZABETH FORSYTHE 
was sworn. She could not speak English, and 
Mr. Woodman, a Norwegian, was called 
in as an _ interpreter. itness testified 
that on the i9th of January she was 
at home in her house on State street 
with Mrs. Parker. At about ten minutes past 8, 
Mrs. Parker, her little child, wit- 
ness started out. Mrs. Parker was 725 
ing home, and witness started with 
them.

PETER HICKEY 
testified that he kept a saloon at No. 1567 South 
Halsted street. n the night of the 19th, 
Sherry and Connelly entered his saloon at about 
half-past 9 o’clock. Witness had known the 
two about three weeks. They called for some 
hot Whisky. Witness saw they had been drink- 
ing, and so he told them he had no hot water. 
He then told them to take a glass of beer, which 
— did. Connelly drew out a butcher-knif 
and stuck it into the counter. He said, “ Vil 
cut anv man’s throat from ear to ear that inter- 
feres with me.“ He then said he had had a little 
trouble over on State street. 

In the cross-examination, witness said Sherry 
and Connelly both lived on Lowe avenne. Wit- 
ness said he was not sure whether Connelly 
said We have had a fuss, or I've had a fuss 
on State street.”” Nothing was said about 
“cutting” anybody. Sherry did not say a word 
in the saloon, except to call for hot whisky. 

Thomas Bayce was called, but, being absent, 
the Court took an intermission at a quarter-past 
12 for an hour. 

State’s-Attorney Mills had his case all mapped 
out from the beginning, in an artistic manner, 
avd be greativy desired to carry out bis 
original programme without any break 
or interruption. At the time the court 
took a recess yesterday, the witnesses, 
Margeret Parker and Thomas Bayce, had been 
called for, but they were not present. They 
were sent for by the prosecution, but they had 
not arrived at the time the Court. reconvened, 
at a quarter-past I o’clock. The Court granted 
leave to stay proceedings for a in order to 
hear from the dilatory witnesses. here were 
more ladies present in the afternoon. The two 
prisoners appeared promptly, and were neatly 
dressed. They seemed to be in fine spirits, 
talking and laughing with their attorneys. 

At length, weary with waiting tor the two 
witnesses, State’s-Attorney Mills announced 
that he would proceed, called for 

DR. J. W. MARLEY 
as the first witness. He was sworn, and testi- 
fied that he resided at No. 1800 State street. 
He had acted as the family physician of Hugh 
McConville. He attended the latter on the 
night of the 19th of January last. He was lying 
in a saloon at the time. ere was a wound on 
the left slde of the lower abdomen, which must 
have been produced by a knife. This was about 
9 o'clock in the evening. There was a redness 
of the skin about three or four inches below the 
cut, which might have been produced by a kick 
ora blow. Witness did not examine deceased’s 
hands to see whether there had been any cut. 
He went home with deceased, and remained 
with him until he died. 
DR. HENRY GEIG 

8 Physician, was sworn, testified that 
he examined the body of deceased. He 
found a stab and two discolorations upon the 
abdomen. The discolorations were in no wise 
connected with the stab, but were produced by 
| other causes. Witness considered that the de- 

ceased came to his death from peritonitis, caused 


by the stab. 
THOMAS BAYCB 


knew Sherry and Connelly; had known them 
for three or four weeks. Connelly lived with 
witness up to the 19th of January. He had to 
lay the prisoners both off on Saturday 
morning. Connelly came home at about 
half-past 8 or o'clock, and witness 
asked him where he had been. Connelly 
told him he had been down-town to buy some 
pants, and that he had had a little chase over 
on Scate street; he had ehased a man into a 
butcher-shop. and Sherry was with him. He 
said he picked up a knife and Sherry got a 
cleaver. Then he said he and Sherry met a man 
coming home, and Sherry had made a pass at 
him, and he had laid hold of him and got him 
into an alley and had cut him where he did not 
think he would recover. Witness did not be- 
lieve Connelly until the next day. 
LIBUT. EDWARD HOOD 

testified that he was Lieutenant of Police at 
the Twenty-second Street Station. He came into 
the station afew minutes after the prisoners 
were brought in. The prisoners were kept 
apart at the station. Connelly told him before 
Thomas Boyce that the knife was leit on Mrs. 
Cooney’s table (where Sherry boarded). As 
Sherry passed the cell of Connelly, he said, 
“Connelly, that man’s dead.” Connelly said, 
‘Is that so!“ without looking up. Sherry said, 
„es, and we are in a bad fix.” 

Then came Bernard McUonville, brother of 
deceased. He was at home when his brother 
was brought to his home, and being sent for 
went over and examined him. Deceased asked 
witness to send for a Catholic priest, which he 
did. and the Reverend Father administered the 
last rites of the Church. Deceased talked to 
witness, and the latter remembered his dying 
words. He said: * Bernard, I must die. ind 
my children; be a father to them“ 

ene the witness broke down completely, and 
trembled so violently that he could not proceed 
for several moments. The family and friends 
of deceased sobbed pitifully. 

The witness continued: ** [ asked my brother 
what hurt him, and he answered that two fel-

These are the two antagonistic views. It is for 
a court to decide which is right.

It will be seen from this that, under no circum- 
stances, can rseons who surrendered their oid 
bonds and took new ones be the losers.

COLONIZATION. 
UNION SOLDIERS AND SAILORS. 

The third meeting of the Union soldiers and 
sailors of the late War of the Rebellion for the or- 
ganization of a Soldiers’ Colonization “Society was 
held in the West End Opera-House last evening. 
There was quite a large attendance. The objects 
of this Association have already been published in 


this paper. 

Blanks of power of attorney have been prepar- 
ed, empowering an agent to file a declaratory 
statement, underact of June 8, 1872, granting 
homesteads to honorably discharged soldiers and 
sailors, their widows and orphans, etc. Signatures 
to these blanks were received last evening, and the 
meeting for the most part was informal. 

Col. C. N. Pratt, well-known as a colony or- 
ganizer, was the spirit of the meeting, and he was 
given the power of attorney by those who signed 
their names to the blanks. it was understood 
thatthe organization was to be kept up after the 
colony became settled in the new country. It was 
proposed that the new colony should be located in 
a county in Kansas. 

A temporary organization of the meeting was 
effected by electing E. R. Smith Chairman, and 
Charles P. Hawley tary. The preamble and 
most of the by-laws of the Massachusetts Colony 
Association were considered good enough for a 
basis upon which to build the articles of the new 
Association. 

Col. Pratt mounted the stage, a by the aid of 
a map, proceeded to explain the objects, advan- 
tages, Ste., of the enterprise. A number came 
forward and joined the Association. 

After considerable talk, the meeting adjourned 
to Saturday evening, when it is proposed to effect 
a permanent orgamtzation of the Society. 

FOR ALABAMA. 

Meyers Hall, No. 327 Sedgwick street. was 
crow almost to saffocation last evening with 
artisans, laborers, and others, who find it hard to 
make a living in this overcrowded city. They had 
come there for the purpose of listening to an ad- 
dress from Cullmann, the organizer of the Cull- 
mann Colony in North Alabama, in which that 

ntleman was to set forth the advantages of- 
ered to emigrants willing to settle in that 
part of the country. The meeting was called te 
order by Mr. Carle Knobelisdorf, and; on motion, 
Mr. Jacob Lengacher was elected Chairman. Mr. 
John Jacobson was chosen to act as Secretary. At 
the request of the Chairman, Mr. Knobelsdorf set 
forth the object of the meeting. He said there was 
great destitution amo workingmen in this 
city. Every effort to relief had failed. The 
Government was unable to help, and, therefore, 
they had to take measures themselves to better 
their condition. Andthe only way in which this 
could be done was to emigrate to some part of the 
country which offered better chances for making a 
decent living than this. The South offered oppor- 
tunities for emigrants as no other part of the 
country. The people there were anxious to have 
the emigrants come among them and help to 
improve their lands. Mr. A. Schoeninger, Dr. 
Seifert, and others had succeeded in 
makin arrangements with Mr. Cullmann, 
of Cullmann, Alabama, or the formation of a 
colony at that point, whien has already obtained 
considerable proportions, and offered emigrants 
chances they could get nowheres else. He hope 
that those anxious to emigrate woald form into an 
association, asa large number would obtain ad- 
vantages which could not be obtained by single 


parties. 

He then introduced Mr. Cullmann, the organizer 
of the colony, who is on a visit to this city. Mr. 
Cullmann, after referring to the inability of the 
poorer classes to make a living in the large cities, 
and the necessity of finding relief, said t after 

ears of experience he had found that colonies of- 

ered opportunities that could not be found in any 
other way. When he organized his colony he did 
not do it to make money, but out of 

hilanthropic motives, and to if. 
— for his German fellow-citizens. He had 
traveled all over the country and found fine lands, 
but such as he found in his present home in the 
<< — — . — — — The colony 
whi e orga was alrea hly prosperous. 
It was finely situated on the Jonth & North Ala- 
bama railroad, on a plateau 702 feet above the 
level of the sea. The climate was the healthiest in 
the country, and the land easy of cultivation and 
very fertile. There were good svrings of excellent 
water, fine woods, and coal before their very door. 
He hoped they would take advantage of the splen- 
did +e omy offered to make a good living and 
settle in North Alabama. They would be received 
with open hands, and every facility offered them 
to 2 a foothold. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Cullmann's remarks a 
comer was formed, and a number of these joined, 
with the intention of bidding good-by to Chicago 
and try their luck in the Sunny South.

A STBAL NEARING AN END. 

A meeting of the Joint Committee on Public 
Buildings and Public Service was held yesterday to 
consider Court-House matters. The first thing 
that elicited attention was a resolution introduced 
by Mr. Burling a week ago looking to repealing ail 
resolutions heretofore adopted touching the Court- 
House work, and also to prevent either the Com- 
mittee, Architect, or Superintendent from giving 
any orders on the work hereafter without the con- 
sent of the .

of the buiiding. Spofford called for Sexton's con- 
tract, and caused the clause providing that good, 
hard-burnt brick, free from lime and cracks, 
should be used, to be read, and was satisfied that 
that was all that was necessary, and Burling agreed 
with him in opinion, and went so far as to say that 
if the contract was lived up to that the structure 
would de a model in strength and completeness, 
and further, that the sewer-brick called for under 
the extra allowance had not been used, etc. This 
brought Egan to the front, and he virtually ac- 
knowledged that he had been driven b olden 
etal. to recommend the extras, and. in an- 
swer to a question from Bradley, tosay that it was 
not necessary to use a better brick than the con- 
tract called for, and thatif the contract was ad- 
hered to that the building would be all that was 
required. The resolution was finally adopted, 
Hoffmann alone dissenting, Meyer and Bradley 
not voting.
